Poverty ond Ignorance 


Everyone will admit that poverty 
and ignorance are the two most 
powerful enemies of public health, 
In a Colony lke this, however, 
where blatant opulence, comfortable 
middle class respectability, and .ab- 
ject poverty jostle one another in the 
strects, there is a tendency for even 
the most public-spirited to say 
“What's the use of health education 
for people living their lives on the 
borderline of starvation? The whole 
problem {s one of economics! So 
why spend public money on health 
enterprises other than those which 
are necessary to make safe the lives 
of the more enlightened members of 
the community?” 

But surely the problem {s blgger. 
that—ignorance, disease, 
poverty form a viclous circle, but 
I submit the right place to break 
this circle is at the segment labelled 
‘ignorance! : 

Take, for example, one aspect of 
the nutrition problem, that of berl- 
berl. This disease Js caused by the 
lack of a vital food substance in the 
dictary—-this vital food stuff is con 
tained In red or: unpolished rice;. it 


ig absent In white or polished rice, 
yet the desirnble red rice is cheaper 
than white. We have been trying to 


| collect information from the large 


number of berl-berlcs Inj Lal Chi 
Kol Hospital; and‘ it would appear 
that thigs-is not-a disease of the very 
poor—perhaps they are saved be- 
cnuse they eat scraps; the sufferers 
are the respectable shopkeepers in a 
small way and the artisan who 
prides himself In ‘buying « superior 
quallty of white rice for his family. 
Berl-ber! is largely a disease of 
Ignorance. = 

Cholern has once more raised its 
ugly head in our midst. Hf It weren’t 
for the nbysmal {ignorance that the 
masses in‘ the Colony display of the 
most elementary laws of — simple 
cleanliness . und domestic hygiene 
there need never be a cholera epide- 
mic In Hongkong. The germ of this 
discase must be eaten and we must 
remember that every man, woman 
and child, from the Peal: resident on 
the lofty heights of Parnassus down 
to the poorest housewife, {s at the 
qercy of the most ignorant member 
of house or office or restaurant staff. 


Foolish Prejudice: 

Prejudice. the offspring of ignor- 
unce, is also a powerful cnemy to 
health-—take for example, that old 
warrior small-pox: Poverty cannot 
be blamed for that disease; there Js 
free vacelnation for all the poor, but 
ngain ignorance fosters a foollsh pre- 
Judice against vaccination, especially 
the vaccination of infants, and so.we 
still have small-pox, 

From the carlicst days of Western 
medical education in Hongkong, the 
problem of training auxiliary health 
staff, nurses, midwives, male dress- 
ers, dispensers has been an‘important 
one. As has usually been the case 
in British- Colonies, and Hongkong 
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‘The Underwood Master which secrets:

Training of Nurses 


Some years ago I had the privilege 
of rending a letter written by the 
first matron of the Alice Memorial 
and: Afflllated Hospitals dated 1893, 
In which she tells of the difficulties 
of trying to run a hospital with only 
Ignorant servants to help her, and 
of her first efforts to train educated 
Chinese women to perform nursing 
duties. These girls had to put up 
with a considerable amount of per- 
secutions from {friends ond relatives 
who viewed os degrading the worl: 
of -handUng sick folk other’ than 
members of the family, 

These Chinese nurses worked only 
in the women's and children's wards; 
even the matron entered the men's 
wards accompanied by her chalr 
coolie (whose presence, because he 
was a personal servant, was a sop 
to Mrs, Grundy), to take pulses and 
temperatures, give medicines, and 
order dicts in ‘special cases, At that, 
time the idea of any women, whether 
Enjilish or Chinese, actunlly nursing 
male patients was a wildly fantastic 
one, and continued to be so consider- 
ed for many ycors. 

It Is interesting to note how long 
this prejudice against the employ- 
ment of female nurses in male wards 
persisted; it is only within the Inst 
six to eight years that Chinese nurses 
have worked in the male wards of 
the Allce Memorlal ‘and AfMiliated 
Hospitals, and Government Hos- 
pitals, while in Chinese Hospitals un- 
trained male, dressers still attend to 
the men patients, 

While It has’ to be admitted the 
Chinese were ot firat slow to accept 
the Western conception of the dig- 
nity of these professions for women, 
within recent years this prejudice 
bas been broken down and now there 
is a regular-supply..of applicants for 
training In the Colony's hospitals, 


Valué of Midwives 


Midwifery became popular much 
sooner than nursing; in other words 
health educatlon followed the old 
laws of supply and demand. But 
there is more in it than that, There 
Is nan air of cheerful -anticipation 
caused by the arrival of the midwife 
with her whlte-lined rattan basket 
of mystery, which a nurse called to 
a case of sickness’ cannot bring. In 
1910, the Midwives Ordinance was 
passed, and a Board was established 
to supervise the tratning of midwives, 
to keep a Roll of Certified Midwives, 
and to make regulations governing 
the practice of midwifery by mid- 
wives in the Colony. The days of 
Sairey Gamp are numbered; there 
are over 450 Chinese registered mid- 
wives practising in Hongkong and, 
going in and out constantly in the 
homes of the people, they are a 
powerful medium for the transmission 
ot domestic health education. 

Nursing has developed much more 
slowly, and it was not until 1032 
that the Nurses Reglstration Or- 
dinance was promulgated, marking 
an important advance in the progress 
of professional nursing among Chinese 
women, . ; 

The Nurses Board Examinations 
are held twice a year, and candidates 
can take the examination’ in English 
or Chinese—candidates from Govern- 
ment Hospitals use English as a 


medium, the Tung Wah Group and 


private hospitals use Chinese, 2 

f don’t know whether any of you 
have ever had experience of running 
a bi-Ilngual examination, It isn’t 
easy, especlally when it is remem- 
bered that the Chinese members: of 
the medical profcsslon in Hongkong 
receive thelr professional training in 
English, and many are not acquainted 
with the modern medical nomen- 
clature of thelr own Jangunge. All 
ercdit it due to those who have taken 
the trouble to learn ‘it. 

Reason to be Proud - 

3 feel in some respects wo have 
reason to be proud of what has been 
done. If we have erred it hos been 
in trying to tly. before we can walk,

Now the hospitals and. clinics in 
England are begging schools and 
colleges to encourage their students 
to study nursing as a, profession, 
There is no reason why this dilemma 
should arise in Hongkong. We start- 
ed Inte enough to profit. by other 
countries’. mistakes. , 

Those of us who are interested 
in nursing problems ore trying to 
turn out an intelligent, well-trained 
registered nurse, who is dependable 
and has a consclence about her work. 


We still have a long way to go, but}’ 


we are certalnly not going back to 
the. days of Salrey Gamp and the 
half trained nurse-amah = type, -nor 
even, gentlemen, to the pretty little 
office assistant dressed up in a nurse's 
uniform. :

Excluding those on dollar 
pensions, the Hongkong Blue Book 
shows that thero are 62 people no 
longer residing .{n thy Colony who 
are drawing pensions of over £1 a 
day, Seventeen’ are drawing 
pensions in excess of £2 per day, 
while cight are drawing pensions of 
over £1,000. per annum.

Until '‘Hitler’s’ “troops 
marched into Prague most. peo-’ 
ple thought, that his’ ambitions, 
were limited to bringing within 
tho Reich. people bf German race, 

To-morrow it may be Hun- 
garians, Croatians, or Poles. 

Perhaps we ‘all missed the 
significance of an incident that 
happened ‘in 1934, when Hitler's 
followers sent: ‘a ‘crown and 
sceptre of the Holy Roman Em- 
pire to Nuremburg from Achen 
for the Nazi Party Congress. . 

Then it was given out publicly 
that the removal was due to the 
fact that the original crown. and 
sceptre were confided to Nurem- 
burg in 1424, ‘ 

The crown and sceptre were 
authentic copies of the symbols 
which ‘were taken to Vienna for 
safe keeping ‘during the Napo- 
leonic wars. Only copies were 
possible in 1984, but since then 
Vienno has fallen into Hitler's 
hands—and -tho ancient crown 
and sceptre. = - 

Then, two years later, the at- 
tention of German soldiers was 
drawn boldly: to the fact that 
Austria once formed part of the 
Holy Roman Empire of the Ger- 
man nation. . 

On the parade grounds a pro- 
clamation was posted stating 
that the ancient Holy “Roman 
Empire “was once our . great 
Fatherland.” * 

The world perhaps migsed the 
meaning and the potentialities 
of that proclamation. So cons 
sider what that Empire was, and 
from that we may get a clue to 
what js in Hitler’s mind, what 
are tho limits of his ambitions. 

Do you remerhber that in 
“Mein Kampf” Hitler years ago 
wrote that he. was not interested 
in colonies beyond the seas but 
in those near at hand? ; 

He meant’ Austria, Czecho-

in 962, Insted in various forms 
right up to 1806. 

Its frontiers, changed from 
time to time, yet the important 
thing to remember is that it did 
‘provide . a political and social 
organisation that served the 
purpose of rule for nearly 1,000 
years. Judge its success by the 
fact that it worked. 

By the middle of the sixteenth 
century the Empire stretched 
from Hungary in the east to Hol- 
land in the’ west. As. well ‘as 
Czecho-Slovakia, . it included a 
‘part of Northern Italy, Switzer- 
land,’ Savoy, and a part of Bur- 
gundy in France. 


From 1656 to 1806 this Em- 
pire was a loose confederation of 
the different Princes of Germany 
under the presidency of the 
House of Habsburg. The dif- 
ferent States within the Empire 
-often—-.quarrelled,.- 
fought. 

Some of them such as Holland, 
Italy, and Switzerland, gained 
their independence, but in the 
mass the Empire hung together.

TARIFF 
REVISION 
IN CHINA . 


Tokyo, May 9. 

On the basis of extensive Inquiries 
the Japan Chamber of Commerce 
and Industry has formulated no’ plan 
for a sweeping revision of the Cus- 
toms -tarlff... systems in China _ in 
concert with the joint industriol 
developments between Japan, Man- 
chukuo and’ China, * 

The plan which was approved by 
tho board of directors of the Cham- 
ber:on Monday, will bo submitted ‘to 
the Forelgn, Finance, and Commerce 
and Industry Ministrics os well as to 
the China Affairs’ Board and the 
National Planning Council. 

Main points _as proposed In the 
Chamber's plan follow: : : 

(1) In_ revising Customs tarlft 
systems, the proposed economic co- 
operation between Japan, Manchu- 
leto and Chinn, the financial status of 
the new. regimes in China, and. the 
burden on the Chinese mosses ‘should 
be taken Into consideration as bastc 
conditions. ; 

(2) Import licensing ~ system 
should be enforced on certain cate- 
gories of merchandise which vill be 
subject to strict exchange control.” 

(3) Intereport. dutics,_ varlous 
kinds of surtaxes and irregular levies 
on exports should be abolished as 
soon as possible or otherwise should 
‘be readjusted and unificd. 

(4) Capable officials should be 
appointed to Customs administrae 
tions.” AY 
i (6) Customs procedure should be 
slmplified as far as possible. 

(6) The regulations relating to 
the, tabulation of the origin of import 
goods should. be revised or adjusted, 

(7) Modifications in the Customs 
procedure. should be made fair and 
impartial —Domet.

ONGKONG IS becoming a 
Colony of pensioners. 


Vhen Legislative Council meets 


to-morrow ‘it will be asked to Agree 
too supplementary appropriation 
which will boost the total pensions 
paid to former civil servants and 
their dependants this year to $3,- 
176,000, which Ss exactly double the 
amount pald by taxpayers four 
years ayo, . fe 

Where’ is ft’ goiny to ‘end? 
Obviously, if pensions aro to-go’ on 
increasing at this abnormal rate, the 
time is rapidly approaching when 
the Colony's finances will no longer 
be able to stand’ the strain, 

.| In ten years we have paid out 
$20,262,768 to support former civil 
fervants on retirement. Half of 
this total has been pafd out fn the 
last three’ and a halt years, 4o 
tremendously has the coat expanded, 
since . 1935-36. In twelve years 
civil service pensions have ° ine 
creased by ‘three hundred per cent. 
Since the Great War ast have in- 
creased mora. than tenfo qd. 

When _ the Budget_was_before 

T Council last September, the estimat- 
ed deficit this vear was $2,405,435. 
Now, unlesa revenue has increased 
proportionately to expenditure, the 
deficit is nearer $6,000,000, more 
than half the Colony’s surplus -of 
Assets over Liabilities, : 

Hongkong is now supporting over 
2,100 people on pensions. Between 
them, they are drawing over $3,- 
000,000 per annum.’ . 

They do not spend the money in 
Hongkong, so that every cent :patd 
out for pensfons represents n dead 
loss to tho Colony. 

Excluding those . on 
pensions, the Hongkong Blue Book 
shows that there are 52 people no 
longer residing {n the Colony who 
are drawing pensions of over £1 4 
day. ‘° Soventeen are. drawing 
penalons In excess of £2 per day, 
while elght are drawing pensions of 
over £1,000 per annum. . 

One former Government. om- 
ployee has steadily drawn o 
pension salnee 1877. Another: re- 
tired in 1892—for health reasonal 
His pension still! goes on. 

| The position is admittedly a 
dificult one, Obviously we must 
pay pensions, But it is just as 
obvious that we cannot afford to 
pay the enormous amounts— 
representing nearly one-tenth of 
our total revenue—that aro now 
being mulct from the Treasury. 

Pensions and Military Contribu- 
tions combined are taking over 
one-qtiarter of the Hongkong’s 
revenue, The ‘result is that our 
local social services suffer.

Hitler is dreaming of a new 
Holy Roman Empire. 
For the first time he has in- 
cluded within the frontiers of 
the Reich a-race other than Ger- 
man. Until '\'Hitler’s — troops 
marched. into Prague most peo- 
ple thought. that his: ambitions 
were limited to bringing within 
the Reick. people of German race. 
To-morrow it may be Hun- 
garians, Croatiung, ‘or Poles. : 
Perhaps ..we all missed the 
significance of an incident that 
happened in 1984, when Hitler’s 
followers sent. a crown and 
sceptre of the Holy Roman Em- 
pire to Nuremburg from Achen 
for the Nazi Party Congress. 
Then it was given out publicly 


that the removal was due to the . 


fact that the original crown and 
sceptre were confided to Nurem- 
burg in 1424, ; 

The crown and sceptre were 
authentic..copies -of-the.symbols- 
which were taken to Vienna for 
safe keeping during the Napo- 
leonic wars. Only copies were 
possible in 1934, but since then 
Vienna has fallen into Hitler’s 
hands—and_ the ancient crown 
and sceptre. ' 

Then, two years later, the at- 
tention of German soldiers was 
drawn boldly to the fact that 
Austria once formed part of the 
Holy Roman Empire of the Ger- 
man nation. way: , 

On the parade. grounds a pro- 
clatnation was posted stating 
that the ancient Holy Roman 
Empire, “was once our grert 
Fatherland.” . 

The world perhaps missed the 
meaning and the potentialities 
of that. proclamation. So con. 


from that we may get a clue to 
what is in Hitler's: mind, what 
are the limits of his ambitions;

Its frontiers changed from 
time to time, yet the important 
thing to remember is that it did 
provide a political and social 
organisation that served the 
purpose of rule for nearly 1,000 
years, Judge its success by the 
fact that it worked. =~ :

Some of them such as Holland, 
Italy, and Switzerland, gained 
their independence, but in the 
mass the Empire hung together.

boat when suddenly two Japanese 
destroyers, Nos, 1 and 4, appearcd, 
The Captain of the Portuguese ves- 
_xel then turned over the rescuc work 
to the Japanese Navy and proceeded

When the N.Y.K, Line here learn- 
ed of the disaster, they chartered 
the tug Caroline Moller in an at- 
tempt at salvage. Upon arrival of 
the tug, the ship was still aground 
with no sign of the Japanese de- 
stroyers, The crew of the Malacca 
Maru were then all nboard thelr own 
vessel and they Immedlately  re- 
abandoned the ship and set out for 
the Caroline Moller, The crew, 
numbering 60, were taken aboard the 
tug. The steamer then cracked in 
two and slowly sank, The crew 
were taken to Shanghal and urrived 
Jast night, 

The fact that the Japanese de- 
stroyers were not seen in the vicinity

On the basis of extensive inquirles 
the Japan Chomber of Commerce 
and Industry hos formulated a plan

: German imports.to the old Reich alone totalled 1,289,- 
400,000 marxs, this being 93.4 million marks less than the’ 
total for the first quarter of 1938. It is pointed out that 
the decrease in imports resulted from reduced prices, since 
the volume showed a slight increase over 1938; 

Exports from the old Reich totalled 1,262,400,000 

’ marks which represents-a decrease of 5.7 per cent. over 
the ‘corresponding period of 1938. na 

---: : The exchange of-goods-in. Europe-was maintained . 

- at about the. same level as last year, but the overseas 

_trade deoreased slightly. te 

Imports from Turkey, Iran, Iraq and Afghanistan 
increased decidedly, although exports to these countries 
dropped. se 

Both the' import and export trade with the Far East 
declitied exceptionally, the Chinese imports of ores, fur 
and oil falling off, as well as otHer German exports to 
China and Japan. et PS 

An. improvement was. achieved in the exchange 
trade with Manchukuo. Particularly noticeable in the 
report was the decrease in trade with the American 
continent. The imports from’ Argentine and Brazil, 
which included’ principally Matze wood, oats and cotton 
dropped off sharply as compared with. the past year. 


Imports from the U.S. which had increased during 1938 also 
fell off sharply, while exports were maintained at the same level. 
Tho oxchange of goods with the overseas possessions of European 
Powers decreased in volume, the imports declining while the ox. 
ports remained at the same figures. A declining tendency in the 
imports applicd particularly to India, Nigeria and Australia, The 
total volume of trade also dropped between Germany and the Dutch 
Enst Indies. —TranseOccan.

Pensions 


ONGKONG IS _ becoming 
Colony of pensioners. 

“When Legislative Council meets 
to-morrow it will be asked-to agree 
to a supplementary appropriation 
which will boost the tota! pensions 
pald to former civil servants and 
thelr dependants this year to $3,- 
176,000, which is exactly double th 
amount pald by taxpayers four 
years ago. ; : 

Where is It going ~to. end? 
Obviously, if pensions are to go on 
increasing at thls abnormal rate, the 
time is rapidly approaching when 
the Colgny’s finances will no longer 
be able to stand the strain, 

In ten years we have paid out 
$20,262,768 to support former civit 

Jeervants on retirement. Half of 
this total has been paid out in the 
Inst three and a half years, so 
tremendously has the cost expanded 
since 1936-36. In twelve, years 
civil service’ pensions have in- 
creased by three hundred per cent. 
Since tho Great War they have in- 

-|.creased..more .than..tenfold,...... 

When the Budget ‘was before 
Council last September, the estimat- 
ed deficit this venr was $2,405,485. 
Now, unless revenue has increased 
proportionately to expenditure, the 
deficit is nearer $6,000,000, more 
than-half the Colony’s surplus of 
Assets over Liabilities. 

Hongkong is now supporting over 
1,100 people on pensions. Between 
them, they aro drawing over $8,- 
090,000 per annum. 

They do not spend the money in 
Hongkong, so that every cent paid 
out for pensions represents a dead 
loss to the Colony. : 

Excluding.. thoso on_ dollar 
pensions, the Hongkong Blue Book 
shows that there are 62 people no 
longer residing: in ‘the Colony who 
are dmwing pensions of over £1 a 

.. Seventeen aro, drawing 
pensions in excess of £2 per 
while eight ore drawing penal 

over £1,000 per annum. 

Ono former Government em- 
ployee has steadily drawn a 
pension since 1877. Another re- 
tired In’ 1892—for health rensons! 
His pension still gocs on. . 

The position is admittedly a 
diMeult one. Obviously we must 
pay pensions. But ‘it is just os 
obvious that wo' cannot afford to 
pay tho ‘enormous amounts— 
representing nearly one-tenth of 
our total revenue—that aro now 
being mulct from the Treasury. 

Pensions and Military Contribu- 
tions combined aro taking over 
one-quarter of the Hongkong’s 
revenue, Tho result is that our 
locnl social services suffer. 

It is, manifestly -unfatr to the 
Hongkong taxpayer that he should 
bo arked to so extensively support 
people whoso_one ambition is to 
Jeave the. Colony as soon as thoy 
are assured’ that the. Colonial 
Government will -pay them: a 
salary for the reat of their lives.

Its frontiers changed from 
time to time, yet the important 
thing to remember is that it did 
provide a political and social 
organisation that served the 
purpose of rule for nearly 1,000 
years.
